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The coastal oil strike is Mar- 
shall R. Young's Cuevas Estate 
No. 1 wildcat, which may add 
considerable importance to a deep 
producing trend. 


The srtike came at a time 
when nothing but dry holes had 
been drilled in this area. 


The well has been testing gas 
and distillate in the Lower Creta- 
ceous sand from a perforated in- 
terval at  10,839-51 feet. The 
nearest production to the dis- 
covery is about 55 miles to the 
north, where the .Pistol Ridge 
field is located. 


Young is now in the final pro- 
cess of completing the venture 
in sec. 30-9s,5w after the well 
flowed at the daily rate of 264 
barrels of 42 gravity condensate 
and 2% million cubic feet of gas. 
Bottom_hole flowing pressure 
measured 3075 pounds and bot- 
tomhole shutin pressure was 5025 
pounds. 


Wildcat activity is oxpoctod 
to incroosc in Hancock County. 
It is roported that Young will 
bogin drilling a second wildcat 
immediately with the location 
thought to be about sevon miles 
north of the Cuovas Estoto well. 


It will be in 8s-15w, although 
he has not released the section 


number. 


The whole western half of Han- 
cock has been under lease at var- 
ious times since 1935, which was 
four years before oil was found 
in Mississippi. Wildeatters ac- 
tually searched for oil in the 
county as early as 1820. 

The discovery has touched off 

a lergescale leasing boom in 


the southern part of Pearl Riv- 
er, Hancock and Harrison coun- 
tios and part of Jackson County. 


Big companies hold most of the 
leasing acreage around the new 
discovery. They are the Sun Oil 
Company, Union Producing Com. 
pany or a combination of the 
two. 

J. Willis Hughes, independent 
oilman from Jackson, also holds 
considerable land in the area 
and is reported to have contrib- 
uted acreage to Young for dril- 
ling the Cuevas Estate well. 


The venture is a farmout from 
Sun, which has drilled sovon 
10,000-foot dry holes in tho 
area since 1951. 


The Lower Cretaceous find in 
this county appears to be the con- 
tinuation of the trend toward deep 
drilling in the state to explore 
this section’s possibilities. 

Since the opening of the deep 
oil reservoir in Jasper, Jones and 
Smith counties in late 1952 and 
the discovery of the Bolton field 
in 1954 in Hinds county wildcat 
activity has gained. 


Tho Sose fiold now has 00 
wolls at depths of 12,000 feet 
producing somo 309,000 barrols 
of oil per month. Bolton has 
16 wolls capable of producing 
oil at tho rato of 200 barrols 
oach daily.

The finding dovetails 
with the 1956 recommendations 
of the voting delegates: of the 
Amefican Farm Bureau—now the 
official Farm Bureau position. 
Stevens, a member of the 

AFBF cotton committee, said 
AFBF staff members and offi- 
cials and National Cotton Coun- 
cil representatives will be on 
hand for the diseussion of ways 
of converting the recommenda- 
tions into action. 

Terming the cotton situation the 
most critical ever faced, the 
AFBF reports that 1955's cotton 
acreage was down one-third (low. 
est since 1883). Acreage reduc- 
tions in the US in 1956 are set 
at 4 per cent with another ten 
per cent to be trimmed off in 
'57—when the US cotton acre- 
age will be reduced to one-third 
that of 1951-52. 

The 1955 average yield per acre 
of 31 pounds is the largest in 
history. The supply this season 
is an all time high of 26 million 
bales with an all time high carry- 
over estimated at 15 million bales. 

Simultancous with peak pro- 
duction, the report points out 
that oxports aro lagging critic- 
ally with 1955 exports likely to 
bo tho lowest in 100 years ex- 
copt for the period of World 

War Il, Civil War ond Recon.. 
struction, 

Further aggravating the prob- 
lem is the hike in foreign syn- 
thetic production which has doub- 
led in the period 194954—cur-!

lent. Foreign cotton and do 
mestic rayon prices are from 4 to 
8 cents per pound less than US 
cotton prices with the foreign 
rayon price advantage encourag- 
ing widespread blending of ray.

The demand this year for seed- 
lings has been greated than ever 
before, indicating a tremendous 
increase in interest among pri- 
vate landowners and industry in 
reforestation of idle land. Good 
seasonal rains have helped to 
spur that interest, with chances 
seemingly good at the present 
time for good survival of seed- 
lings planted. 

“The demand for seedlings this 
year has even exceeded the plan- 


per acre. Eliminated from the 
calculation would be things that 
farmers buy to make crops other 
than cotton and the relationship 


‘of cotton prices to the prices of 


other farm products. 

Regarding research, it is point- 
ed out that the great advant- 
age enjoyed by synthetic fibers 
ever cotton in research (at least 
5 to 1) and promotion (about 
40 te 1) can be overcome only 
by Increasing quickly and sub. 
stantially expenditures in bohalf 
of cotton, : 
Regarding labeling, it is sug- 
gested that clothing buyers today 
cannot tell when synthetic fibers 
are blended with cotton, and man- 
datory labeling legislation is es- 
sential to enable consumers to 
distinguish cotton when they see 
it. Otherwise much of the sales 
promotion effort made in behalf 
of cotton will be lost. 

As for limitations on textile im. 
ports, the report states that the 


flow of cotton textiles and syn- 


thetics to the US has sharpen- 
ly increased. It is recommended 
that every effort be made to ne- 
gotiate an agreement with those 
countries increasing their exports 
of textile production to the US, 
to the end that these imports 
may not increase to the point 
where they drastically affect the 
US cotton industry. 

If such agreement cannot be 
satisfactorily worked out, par- 
ticularly with Japan, Farm Bu- 
reau suggests that the Secretary 
of Agriculture exercise his au, 
thority under the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act to Investigate 
the facts and make recommenda- 
tions for proper corrective ae- 
tion, 

Item 6 under the recommenda: 
tion seeks the voluntary coopera- 
tion of farmers to further reduce 
their acreage of cotton through 
the newly developed AFBF “Soil 
Bank Plan” through which farm- 
ers would voluntarily remove 
fields from cotton production and 
plant them to soil building crops 
that would not be harvested or 
grazed. Under this plan the gov- 
ernment would make, compensa- 
tion payments to the farmer who 
would receive negotiable certifi- 
cates so he could purchase the 
crops he normally would grow 
from existing government stock.

Evidence of theincreased 
activity in Mississippi is borne 
out by drilling statistics for 
1955. In the first eleven months 
of the current year 418 wells of 
all types were drilled, 165 of 
which have been completed as oll 
or gas producers in Previously 
Proven fields. The balance of 
253 failed to produce. 

Eight new oil fields were dis- 
covered in wildcat attempts, all 
being located in the south west- 
ern corner of the state where 
most production is obtained 
from the relatively shallow Wij- 
cox formation. 

New fields established in 1955 
are: Cooper Hill, Homewood and 
Moss Grove in Adams county; 
Mud Creek and Soapstone in 
Wilkinson county; North Church 
Hill and North Sunnyside in Jef- 
ferson county, and North Knox- 
ville in Franklin county. 

There are now 123 cil pools 
and 32 gas pools in 111 Missis- 
sippi fields, and the state's total 
number of producible wells has 
risen to 2341. Production has 
been established {n 29 of the 
state's 82 counties, most of them 


in the southern half of the state 

It is encouraging to note tha: 
Mississippi oil production, which 
declined from the 1947 peak, was 
in 1955 again on the increase 
Otlmen predict that this year’s 
Production will exceed 34,000, 
000 barrels of crude oil. 

The current trend toward dee; 
drilling in the Lower Cretaceous 
formation with its anticipated 
heavier yields leads oilmen to 
believe that Mississippi is on the 
threshold of a new era of oil de- 
velopment. 

The Soso deep field now is 
yielding oil in important quan- 
tities. Listing only 25 wells last 
January, Soso now boasts 60 
Producers. Production {n the 
last month reported exceeded 
rd barrels of high-grade 
oil, 

Mississippi's future as an im- 
portant oil producin g state 
hinges on further development of 
this formation and the resulting 
investment by the industry for 
exploration, refineries and office 
buildings. 

Most future wells in central 
and south Mississippi, oil offici- 
als predict, will be drilled to at 
least 9,000 feet, and some will 
go as deep as 14,000 feet. 

Drilling at that depth is ex- 
pensive and thus necessitates 
caution on the part of investors. 
For this reason, the new trend 
may not prove ag spectacular ag 
some past operations, but gives 
Promise of greater benefits in 
the long run.

Soil Tosting 

Science in Action on the farm 
is the name given to soil testing. 
It means just what it says. Soil 
testing can be a money saver. It 
will ¡tell how much fertilizer 
and lime to use for highest re 
turns. Soil testing will help farm- 
ers prevent using too much ferti. 
lizer and wasting it, and from 
using too little fertilizer and wast- 
ing time and labor. 

Soil samples should be taken 
when the ground is dry enough to 
work readily. Samples should be 
taken from each field and each 
distinctly different soil type 
within a field. ` 

Information sheets should be 
filled out completely, giving such 
information as previously grown 
crops, lime and fertilizer and cov- 
er crops used, and the crop to 
be grown next year. 

Now is the time to take the 
samples for crops to be grown 
next spring. lf mailing samples 
and information sheets to the 
State Soils Testing Laboratory at 
Mississippi State College for 
analysis, use a stout, corrugated 
mailing container. 

Information sheets, soil sample 
boxes and mailing containers are 
available at the local county ag- 
ent’s office. See your county 
agent for these supplies and for 
advice on taking soil samples.
